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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

The prior art of Bucklishch discloses two passageways (6; read as the horizontal 
passageway as one passageway and the angled passageway as the second 
passageway) and lacks an insert as argued by the applicant. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the device must be 
devoid of wave shapers, deflectors, inner cases and mechanical inserts (reference 
number 14 is read as a wave shaper, deflector, inner case or mechanical insert) must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
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consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are rtot accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bucklishch (3736875). 

As to claim 23, Bucklishch discloses a device comprising case having a hollow interior 
defined by side walls, a closed back end (8); an open front end (2); two passage ways 
(6; read as the horizontal passageway as one passageway and the angled passageway 
as the second passageway); a liner (3); a main charge (1); a booster explosive (6) 
communicating with main charge at two or more points (9). 
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As to claim 24, disclosed is a device devoid of wave shapers, deflectors, inner cases 
and mechanical inserts (reference number is not read as a v^ave shaper, deflector, inner 
case or mechanical insert) 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bucklishch (3736875) and further in view of Yates, Jr. (4829901 ). 

As to claim 1 , Bucklishch discloses the method steps of placing a device comprising 
case having a hollow interior defined by side walls, a closed back end (8); an open front 
end (2); two passage ways (6); a liner (3); a main charge (1); a booster explosive (6) 
communicating with main charge at two or more points (9). Not disclosed is the method 
step of placing the device in a bore hole surrounded by hydrocarbon. Yates, Jr., 
however, discloses, a method step of placing a shaped charge in a well surrounded by 
hydrocarbon. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to add the method step of Yates, Jr., to the method steps 
of Bucklishch to create a means to recoyer hydrocarbon from a well. 
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As to claim 19, disclosed is the explosive charge initiated simultaneously at two or more 
points (9). 

Claims 30 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bucklishch (3736875) and further in view of Kash (2004/0107825). 

As to claim 30, not disclosed are a plurality of charges, Kash, however, discloses a 
plurality of charges. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to comprise the device of Bucklishch with a plurality of 
charges to extract more oil. 

As to claim 31 , disclosed is the device, as modified, comprising a plurality of charges in 
a helical orientation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20-22, 26-29, 32-35 and 37 are allowed. 

Claims 3-18, 25 and 36 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
